The Student Centre is Coming

A large step towards the 
realization of a Student Centre 
was taken last week when the 
Building and Planning Commit- 
tee of the Board of Governors 
received a report from the Stu- 
dent Users ' Committee and voted 
to appoint an architect to draw 
up plans for the Student Centre. 

Despite the silence over the 
Fall things have been moving 
forward. The Student Centre 
Users' Committee has been 
meeting since the summer. Its 
members are: Chris Letang and 
Gerry Trudeau (SGA), Andre 
Lamoureux (AEF), Romeo Ber- 
toli (Services), Bob Tekauc 
(Planning) and Paddy Blenkin- 
sop (Student Services), who 
chaired the Committee. 

The Committee reviewed 
various sites for the Centre and 
considered the options in view 
of the budget restrictions. The 



most difficult task of the Com- 
mittee was setting priorities for 
the use of the space available. 

The area selected for the 
Student Centre is the second floor 
of the present Library Tower 
extended across to the Great Hall. 
If the space between the two 
buildings is filled in, there will 
be an area of about 26,000 square 
feet available. Unfortunately, 
this will not be enough to ac- 
commodate all the wishes of 
everybody but, given a budget 
of $2.3 million, we can look 
forward to a Student Centre 
which will provide facilities 
sorely lacking and will bring 
services, presently spread out 
across the campus, into a central 
area. 

The top priorities for the 
Student Centre are lounge areas 
and meeting rooms. The offices 
of the S.G.A. and A.E.F. will 



also be there with space pro- 
vided for clubs. The Committee 
has also proposed a games room, 
typing and copying facilities as 
well as the Travel Cuts office. 
Included from Students Services 
will be the Centre for Talent 
Development and the Employ- 
ment Centre, together with an 
Information Centre. 

It remains now for an archi- 
tect to take these proposals and 
turn them into a plan. We hope 
that this will get under way be- 
fore the end of this year, but 
certainly by next September 
there will be a plan of 
Laurentian's Student Centre.

Aims. Activities and Attitudes of I .aurentian's First Year Students 

In this second article, I shall look at first year students' responses to questions about their reasons for 
selecting Laurentian, about their academic and career goals, and about their activities and opinions. 
You will remember from my first article that the information for these two articles comes from a 
student survey conducted at six Canadian Universities. Last week, I looked at responses to questions 
about Personal Information, Financial Support, Family Background and Educational Background. 
What emerged was that Laurentian students are more likely to come from less affluent families, are 
less likely to have parents who have been to university, and are less likely to be top scholars at high 
school. Students' support comes from parents, loans, and jobs, in that order. 

Choosing University: 

Students at all institutions gave very similar answers to a question asking their reasons for going to 
university. The top five reasons were:

Of four or five major reasons given for selecting their university, Laurentian's students gave living 
near home" as first choice. This is a variation from the average, and offers a striking contrast to 
another institution where "living near home" is insignificant, and "academic reputation" is all 
important 

This response can be associated with the response to questions about place of residence. 48.5% of 
L.U. students live with parents or relatives compared with an average of 31.2%, 22.2% (average 
17.7%) live in apartments or rooms off -campus, 29.5% (average 50.9%) live in residence. When 
asked for preferred place of residence there was again variation:

It appears , then, that respondents while choosing Laurentian because they wish to live near home, are 
not strongly drawn to living in residence. They would as soon stay at home or live in an apartment 

Academic and Career Goals 

Students at Laurentian, as elsewhere, are here to get a degree. 41.1% (average 38.6%) want a 

Bachelor's degree; a surprisingly large 33.5% (average 30.5%) intend to continue to a Master's degree; 

and 9.9% (average 10.2%) are thinking of a doctoral degree. 

Preferred majors amongst Laurentian respondents are in order of preference: Education, business, 

professional schools, social sciences. This compares with an average ranking of: Business, social 

sciences, biological sciences, professional schools and then education. 

As for career, Laurentian students and their peers differed. It must, however, be remembered that 

Laurentian's respondents were not representative of the entire student body. Tne top five choices 

were as follows:

There is a great measure of individuality across universities as far as academic goals are concerned, 
but Laurentian's students indicate that they are less likely to look for career in some of the more 
prestigious professions. 

Activities and Opinions: 

A group of questions were asked about activities in the past year, about opinions on a list of topics 
of general interest, and about self -perceptions and personal goals. 

As far as activities are concerned, students across institutions were much alike, with one notable 
difference as far as Laurentian was concerned. Here are the top ten:

Turning to opinions, we find that again there is considerable similarity across institutions. Opinions 
were sought on issues such as the role of government, disarmament, sexual preferences and practices, 
and student fees. Respondents were asked if they "agreed strongly or somewhat" to the following 
questions:

Students are strongly in favour of disarmament, protecting the environment, reducing criminals' 
rights, consumer protection and abortion. They are opposed to raising taxes, more military 
spending, keeping women at home and legalizing marijuana. On other issues they are more evenly 
divided. Perhaps the most surprising response is that given the question on university fees: 60% are 
in favour of students paying a greater share of fees. 

Responses to questions about self-perception indicated that Laurentian students rated themselves 
consistently lower than their counterparts elsewhere. They are low in their self -rating on academic 
ability, mathematical ability, public-speaking ability, intellectual self-confidence, and writing 
ability. They rated themselves above the average on leadership ability, and popularity with the 
opposite sex. 

Two questions were asked about personal goals. The first asked what goals were essential or very 
important. Herejhere was a great measure of consistency across universities. The top five goals are: 
Be very well off; become authority in field of expertise; raise a family; help others; get married. The 
least desired goals were: Make a theoretical contribution to science; achieve in the arts; create an art 
work; write an original work; influence politics. With minor variation in ranking, Laurentian 
students conformed to the average. It appears that goals related to self -development and satisfaction 
are dominant, while those related to creative activity are of low priority. 

The final question asked respondents is what chances there were that they would achieve or do certain 
things: Again Laurentian and others were very similar. The top five were as follows:

Least likely expectations were: Drop out permanently; drop out temporarily; fail one or more 
courses, be elected to student office, work full-time while at university; Need extra time for a degree. 
The largest difference came in answer to a question as to the chance of transferring to another 
university. Laurentian students' expectations were higher than elsewhere: L.U. 12.7% vs. Average 
7.7%. 

Conclusion; 

What emerges from the questions covered in this second article is consistent with what was found 

last week. Students generally choose to go to university for the same reasons, but they select a 

particular university for reasons which are not identical: the first reason for choosing Laurentian is 

to "live near home". Again, all students, including Laurentians'; show similar academic and career 

goals, and there is a noticeable conformity in opinions and personal goals and expectations. 

Where Laurentian students differ is in the assessment of their own ability; they tend to rate 

themselves low in a number of academic categories, which is not surprising if they were not 

generally top academic achievers in high school. 

I should like to state, as I did last week, that the information here is neither good nor bad; it is 

information which, if right (and there is no good reason to doubt it), should be given some careful 

consideration. 

Given these characteristics of the incoming student population, what might the appropriate response 

by students, faculty and administration? Perhaps, the balance is about right now. Perhaps there 

should be more support, academic and supplementary given to students who are not confident of their 

academic ability. Perhaps students simply have to work harder. Certainly, the desire to achieve and 

the expectation of achievement are as high at Laurentian as elsewhere. 

The experience of this survey has been most interesting to me, in revealing some of the particular 

qualities and characteristics of Laurentian's students and also in showing the large measure of 

agreement which exists across campuses in terms of personal and career goals and altitudes. It has 

served to eliminate and focus much that was previously unclear.

FILM REVIEWS: 

1. Her Alibi 

Starring Tom Selleck and 
Paulina Porizkiva from Warner Bros. 

I'll be honest, the main attrac- 
tion that drew me to this movie was the 
name "Paulina"; actually, the image the 
name conjures up to be more precise. 
This woman's features have been wak- 
ing me up in a cold seat for some time 
now. Don't get me wrong, I've been 
known to watch "Magnum P.I." occa- 
sionally, as well as some of Selleck's 
films ("Lassiter" was a great spy flick). 
But his appeal is from a strictly dramatic 
point of view. Paulina is another story. 

And so it is in "Her Alibi". When 
she first emerges on the screen (simply 
that - an emergence, no lines), the only 
gasp of rapture louder than the collective 
body of the audience is that of Selleck's 
character (?) 

This is how his character (a going- 
thru-a-dry-spell author) is - open, vulner- 
able, unable to hide his feelings (although 
he tries, unsuccessfully, in his novels' 
characters), clumsy, and definitely "un- 
cool". Nothing like Magnum. Therein 
lies Selleck's problem in this movie. It's 
painfully obvious he is trying not to be 



Magnum, and it's very hard for him to 
pull it off, if he does it all. 

Now Paulina doesn't have this 
problem. (Does she have any at all? They 
sure don't show!) Her character is mys- 
terious and seductive, causing Selleck, 
and the audience to become obsessed in 
her every move. So much so that Selleck 
concocts an alibi for her to get her off of 
a murder charge, and then "provides" a 
sanctuary for her at his house (how con- 
venient!) Her inspiration fuels the novel 
Selleck has been unable to write until her 
entrance in the movie and his life. 

The movie has some great support- 
ing roles, some hilarious moments (usu- 
ally to the detriment of Selleck's charac- 
ter), 

an imaginative premise (a bit shaky 
at times), and, of course, Paulina. It's 
biggest downfall is in the dialogue. How 
the actors/actresses kept from choking 
while saying some of their lines is be- 
yond me. The story works, but the dia- 
logue within it has many links (with real- 
ity) missing. 

If this had been a silent film, I 
would have liked it a lot more. To 
Paulina's credit, her character is the most 
consistent, she delivers the lines as best 
as they could be said, her acting is as 
appealing as that of any of the others.
